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PREFACE. 



The aim of this book is to present interesting reading mate- 
rial for a first year's work in German or for a half year's work, 
according to the number of recitations per week. The reading 
material has been strictly graded as to difficulty and carefully 
selected as to vocabulary and style. 

The Notes and the Vocabulary have been strictly adapted to 
the wants of beginners. Special attention has been drawn in 
the Vocabulary and in the first sections of the text to the ac- 
cent, a subject too generally neglected in the instruction of be- 
ginners. There are references in the Notes to the grammars of 
Whitney, Joynes, and of the author, so that the book can be 
used in connection with any of these. The references to Whit- 
ney and Joynes have been added by Mr. James O. Griffin of 
Cornell University. 

In the Vocabulary the cognate words have been indicated by 
the type. There has been a lively discussion of late in the Eng- 
lish " Journal of Education" as to whether the attention paid to 
cognates is of advantage to the scholar. I am convinced that 
it is, even to the beginner. Unconsciously two words of similar 
form and similar meaning, or of similar form aad quite different 
meaning are associated with each other and fixed in the memory 
together. Of course only a study of Grimm's Law will reveal the 

less apparent relationship of English, German, Latin, and Greek

words. But since it is difficult to draw a clear line between 
transparent and more hidden cognates, I have intended to indi- 
cate all of them. Omissions must be charged to ignorance or 
to carelessness. In a well-known vocabulary I have found 75 
either unmarked or wrongly marked cognates as far as the letter 
R with the aid of Skeat's, Murray's, Kluge's, Grimm's, and 
Heyne's dictionaries and by the strict application of the 
formulas of Grimm's Law. Weigand's dictionary is by this time 
antiquated in its etymologies. 

The introductory remarks in the Notes to each extract upon 
its style, vocabulary, and author may not be unwelcome even to 
the instructor. 

The text of the poems will, I hope, be found trustworthy. 
In the mouths of the people and in the migration of the old fa- 
vorites from Reader to Reader many corruptions have crept in. 
See for instance the note upon the " Watch on the Rhine," page 
286. I have compared the text with that of the standard edition 
of each author. 

I wish to thank Professors Hewett and White of Cornell Uni- 
versity for valuable hints, both in the selection of the material 
and in the arrangement of the whole book.

This and the following extract are taken from the ©ned&tfdje £eroen*©efd)td)ten {Tales 
of Greek Heroes) by the Historian B. G. Niebuhr (i 776-1831), who wrote them for his 
little son at Rome, where he was Prussian embassador. The stories are told in simple, 
naive style, and are excellent examples of the spoken language, with hardly a colloquialism. 
English editors have taken great liberties with his text. I have in no case intentionally 
deviated from the text of the $ra$tau3gafte (Edition de luxe) of Perthes, Goth a. 

German values should be given to the Greek proper names. Niebuhr has Latinized 
the Greek forms somewhat, writing e. g., 9lepf)e(a for 9?ept>ele, ft (Latin ae) for Greek ai. 
The original quantity of the vowels should be strictly observed both in German and Eng- 
lish. Educated Germans pronounce the Greek th as t, ch as dj, c as % before ft, 8, e and i.

Two days after the sad event Goethe wrote to Frau 
von Stein about the dangerous attractiveness of the water and the 
alluring reflections of the stars in it Compare the song of the 
gijdjerfnabe, with which Schiller's Xett opens, the old Scotch ballad 
The Mermaid (Chandos Classics, p. 327), and the 13th idyl of Theocri- 
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tus, "Hylas," who is drawn into the water by three nymphs. The

Then the 
signal of recall was given upon a pierced trumpet, now preserved at 
Halberstadt.

He surpasses all in his songs, which have perfect finish and great beauty, 
but he has also written excellent longer poems ($er 93ilbE>auer be8 $abrian, $er Xob 
bed XtbertuS) and dramas (SWeifter Slnbrea, a comedy; SBrun^ilb and ©opIjoniSbe, 
tragedies). His dramas are lyrical to a fault. He lived a happy, ideal, poet-life, 
always favored and rewarded by some king or Maecenas. He translated a great deal 
of Spanish and French poetry. 

The following poem was written during his last year at the Gym- 
nasium. One stanza has been omitted. It is a poem of homesick- 
ness, like Kirke White's " The Savoyard's Return " and Goethe's 
SJHgnon. The next three poems are by the same author.

In 1797 and 1798 he produced the most and best 
of his Stattaben unb SRomanjen. The ftomange lacks the song-like qualities of the 
ballad proper. Its subject is taken from history and has no mythological basis. 

The story of the §anbfdjltf) Schiller found in St. Foix's Essai sur 
Paris, but it is really of Spanish origin. Francis I. (1515-1547) was 
fond of such sport, hence the scene is laid in his reign. 

The metre is peculiar. The unaccented syllables may be lacking, as 
in 1.

In nouns the genitive is indicated when it differs from the nominative. A dash ( — ) 
indicates that the plural is like the singular ; a e, tt ev that the stem has umlaut in the 
plural with these letters added. 

The principal parts of strong verbs only are marked. In separable compound verbs, 
e. g. abbracben, 6rad) — , -gebrocben, the dash indicates that the prefix appears as a 
separate word, and the hyphen that the prefix is joined directly to the participle. When 
no auxiliary verb is given, baben helps form the compound tenses. 

Definitions are printed in small capitals when cognates, otherwise in Italic Gothic. 
When the English cognate differs widely in meaning from the German, it is bracketed. 

Greek-Latin means that the word came from the Greek and went in its Latin form into 
German. 

The few references are to the author's Grammar, and mostly cover points not treated 
in other grammars. See, e. g., bequcnt. 

A hyphen after an adjective indicates that it is not found uninflected, e. g., abge* 
orbnet-, befonber-. 

fc, being equivalent to ff, has been put under ff, and not under f and ) separately, as is 
sometimes done.
